"There is more strife abroad to- 
day than at any time during the 
■war," he said. " A small coterie has 
served notice that they intend to 
Impose their system of living, by 
force if necessary. Now, I had al- 
ways hoped this country could 
achieve preparedness by means of 
voluntary enlistment, and I voted 
for every bill which would add in- 
ducements to our young men, to join 
the armed services. Bur 1 cannot say ^ 
the results warrant any confidence 
in the voluntary program, at this 
time." 

The Congressman reiterated that 
the only real hope for peace lies in 
the establishment of world law, and 
' eliminating the causes of war. 

"But until such a time as the UN 
or any other agency makes the es- 
tablishment of world law practic- 
able, I believe that wo as a nation 
must be prepared for any event- 
uality. Proper defense requires a

A survey to determine how many 
more installations of fas for home 
heating are feasible in- the Main 
Line area at the present time is be- 
ing made by the Philadelphia Elec- 
tric Co, 

This was revealed in a letter sent 
to plumbers, heating contractors 
and dealers recently. 

Company officials emphasized that 
only customers already on the pi>- 
ority lists in the Ardmore, Ches- 
ter, Jenkintown or Norristown 
offices of the company will be con 
sidered. Some of the applications 
date back to 1945. 

The company will take the In- 
itiative in notifying applicants who 
are eligible for service and re 
quests customers not to call its 
offices for information. 

"Availabilities will be granted 
only in those locations where we 
can assure a sufficient supply of 
gas to render adequate and satis- 
factory heating service," the letter 
said. 

"In some sections the situation 
is still critical, therefore it may 
be that some customers ■with pri- 
orities will not be contacted at 
this time because of their unfa- 
vorable location. For the present 
out representatives will contact 
only those customers who are on 
our 1945 priority lists and located in 
non-critical areas." 

To be eligible for service during 
the 1948-49 heating season, cus- 
tomers to whom availabilities are 
granted must order their equip 
ment in time to permit installation 
last four months ... at Allen town Ion or before July 1, 1948. Otherwise 
and a score of different locations the availability will be canclled, 
throughout the country." the company said.

Internes realized that the child 
was in a dangerous condition, and 
called Dr. Hubert A. Royster, a 
pediatrician. Dr. Royster called 
upon Dr. Atkinson, a bronchologist 
at the University of Pennsylvania 
and a consultant at the Bryn Mawr 
Hospital. 

Dr. Atkinson performed an emer- 
gency operation . and inserted a 
small tube in the boy's windpipe, 
to allow him to breathe. After this 
a bronchoscope was inserted and 
the infection treated. Both doctors 
asserted that the boy would have 
died of asphyxiation 'n a few min- 
utes if the operation had not been 
performed. 

Physicians said Gary is expected 
to make a full recovery.

Icy Roads Cause 
Four Accidents 

Lancaster Ave. Traffic 
Jammed as Cars Skid 

Icy conditions after Sunday's 
snowfall were partially responsible 
for a traffic jam on Lancaster Ave., 
Wynnewood, during which two 
cars collided and for three other 
accidents in Lower Merion Town- 
ship.

B-C Club Meeting 

Neighborhood Group Is 
Told Problems of 
New Industry ^ 

More than 100 members and 
friendg of the Bala-Cyn.wyd Neign- 
borhood Club turned out Tuesday 
night to hear Walter L. Lawrence, 
of the RCA Corporation of Camden, 
talk on "Television."

Tracing the probable course of 
television, Lawrence 3*id the pres- 
ent difficulty is that advertisers 
won't use It as an advertising me- 
dium until enough people have sets 
to make it worth their while. On 
the other hand, he said, the people 
won't buy it until there is a more 
varied entertainment and until the 
price comes down. 

As a result, he said, the television 
industry isn't a paying proposition 
at present, but that within the next 
two years there will probably be 
enough television set owners to 
make it a profitable business. 

One of the present difficulties, he 
said, was the fact that the distance 
is limited to about 100 miles. How- 
ever, he said, the Bell Telephone 
Company is working on a linking 
up process so that In about five 
years television sets will receive 
programs from all over the coun- 
try. 

He said there was ?;o end to the 
potentialities of television, especial- 
ly for educational purposes, and 
that in the opinion of television 
officials, the new field would not 
materially interfere with other 
amusement fields, such as the mov- 
ies, theatre and sports.

plause from the audience, many of 
whom came from Haverford College, 
which with Bryn Mawr College and 
a committee of Main Line citizens, 
sponsored the Town Meeting. He 
continued his stand by declaring 
that World War II was "the war 
nobody won", and that a third 
world war would spell the end of 
civilization. He ended by quoting 
General Eisenhower's statement, 
The world will learn to solve its 
table, rather than by means of war; 
or, within the measurable future, 
civilization as we know it will 
perish". 

On Mallery's side, but for differ- 
ent reasons, was Robert S. Fol- 
well, author and former public re- 
lations officer on the staff of Gen- 
eral MacArthur. Folwell returned 
to this country, and to civilian sta- 
tus, only a short time ago. He took 
the position that universal military 
training was an ineffective method 
of solving the problem of prepared- 
ness in the world today, and that - 
a more realistic way would be tJ P 
spend comparable sums of money 
on technical training, long-range 
bombers and atomic research. 

"Army spokesmen have pointed 
out that UMT does not even pro- 
vide conscription in the real sense 
It gives 18-year-oldB six months of 
training— and even that Is merely 
barrack-type training, without any 
of the specialization which war to- 
day demands. Conscription was out 
moded in 1921; and its utter Inade- 
quacy was dramatically illustrated 
in 1939, when the highly trained , . 
professional armies of Hitler easily |p 
overran the conscript soldiers of 
Poland, Denmark, Norway, Holland 
and France."
